It Is stated that the Germans 
are evacuating East Prussia to rein 
force the line from Thorn, on the 
border of Poland, to Kaiisz, a town in 
Russian Poland.

company from Warsaw, dated Wed 
nesday, says: 
"The Germans In the northwest of 
Poland are quiescent, being weak in 
cavalry and thus unable to do much 
reconnoitering.

It Is coin punitively lu 
expensive, und in families where theie 
ar* children it is greatly appreciated 
Must Be Well Cooked. 
Cider A Mile Butter.—Put cider into a 
preserving kettle aud t>otl it until re 
duced to one third of its original quail 
tity. 
Peel and slice Into It as many 
apples as It will cover ami simmer, 
stirring until the fruit is tender. Strain 
the apples out and add more fruit, 
proceeding In this way until all the 
cider has been absorbed. 
Put the 
m ixture into a stone ja r aud leave 
overnight 
In the morning return to 
the fire and Ik>11 to a soft brown ma** 
Put into Jars aud cover. 
Old Fashioned Recipe. 
G randm a's Apple B utter.—Boll one 
gallon of fresh sweet cider to one-haif 
its original quantity. 
Then till the 
kettle with sliced sweet apples and let 
them simmer gently but steadily all 
day until reduced to about oue-half 
their original bulk. 
Stir frequently 
with a wooden spoon or paddle to pre 
vent their scorching, 
l f not boiled 
down sufficiently the first day. let cook 
longer on the second. 
Pack aw ay in 
atone or wooden Jars. 
An Economical Way. 
D ark Apple Butter.—T ake thirteen 
quarts of apple juice from the press 
and boll down to four and a half 
Have one bushel of sound, perfect ap 
pies pared, cored and cut Into eighths. 
lf large, or quarters tf small. 
P ut the 
apples into the liquid aud cook until 
they begin to grow tender; then sci 
where they will cook slowly and j~?li 
every few minutes. 
T he kettle should 
never be set directly over the fire 
Cook slowly a long tim e until a dark 
smooth mass Is obtained.

sweetening and will have th a t peculiar 
and agreeable tang th a t no other pre 
serve.
